In pl*.^. Then the boy-oeods-forward<»nes 
In stand number two, as before, and so on till 
the end ot tlie row is reached. Then let 
both work back, one on either side gfthe 
row, covering the plants lightly with loose 
urtli taken from belnc«n the rows. Earth 
enough should be used to thoroughly cover 
the cincs, but more will not be injurious. 
Where but one person U engaged In doing 
th« work, the canes can be held in place by 
the foot'wntil a little earth Is thrown upon 
them. In field culture the preliminary work 
of laying down tlie canes should be the same 
as above described, but the work of covering 
can be much more rapidly done with the 
plow. 


The paper of Mr. Cosson gsve rise to much 


discussion, Jfr. Snjder expressing the opin- 
ion that the bushes should be covered to a 
considerable depth, say three or four Inches. 
Mr. Gutom antV 'Mr. Crawford agreed with 
Mr. Snyders -the latter gentleman called 
Attention to the fact that the past three or 
four winters were n.ulte different^ fron those 
for many years previous. Toimer winters 
had been very dry, and this may hereafter be 
dr}, In which case a slight covering will be 
blown awa\.

danger of the covering being blown awn'y, if 
03 much as three or fotlr inches of earth be 
put on.
